It is believed that the thought Molnerney, Whearty and Kneip had — * 
mind when they reocMimended disoontinuanoe of the interview with Blaok on 
June 16, 1950, was that, through suoh discontinuance, any subsequent olainLbyy/^ j 
Black or his attorney that he was in custody during the quest! oiling would be I 

nullified because his return to his home and the cessation of the interview 
would clearly reflect that he was not In custody and any statements made 
him were made voluntarily and not as a result of his being in custody, 
technically or obherwise. 


At 6i30 on June 16, 1950, the Philadelphia Office was telephonioally 
instructed to discontinue the interview with Black* The Interview was dis- 
continued at approximately 7i00 PM on June 16, 1950, and Blaok was placed under 
surveillance at once. It is noted iiiat by teletype dated June 17, 1950, the 
Philadelphia Ofllce referred to information obtained from Blaok* This information 
was furnished by Black prior to the disoontinuanoe of the interview on June I6th* 


It might be noted that Blaok called the Newark Office at Ii46 AH on June 17, . 
1950, at which time he stated he did not desire to be picked up for interview on ^ ’I 
Monday morning by the Thiladelphie Agents, and that he wished to come to the ^ 
Philadelphia Office at his oonvenienoe , during the early part ^f the week in that 
he had obligations to his job and that he wanted to be rested so that he oould 
think clearly in the Interest of truth and be able to organise his thoughts* Ha

Mr. Belmont consulted with Mr« James Ucinemey, lir« Raymond P* Hhaarty aid 
Mr. George Kneip^ of the Department > relative to the case of Thomaa L* Black. 

The memorandum to the Attorney General^ setting forth available Infonnatlon 
concerning Blacky dated June 16^ 1950 « ftas furnished to Mr* Mclnemey* All tl 
Departinent representatives studied tbe Infonnatlon contained In the memcrandum 
to the Attorney General. They mere all In agreem^it that there mas Insufficleni^ 
infonnatlon at this point to £Lle chargee against Black for violation of the 
Espionage Statute » inasmuch as In their opinion ELack as yet has not admitted 
Intent » nor espionage activities, particularly of a nature that mould come ml thin 
the irartlme Espionage Statute. They mere likewise of the opinion that the 
concealment from authorities by Black of his knowledge that Gold mas the American 
contact with Fache was insufficient to enable successful prosecution for siaprlsion 
of a felony. They based their opinion on the fact that previous court decisioim 
have held that an affirnative act on the part of the defendant is necessary 
showing concealment of evidence and that the mere oonoealment of knowledge is 
insufficient to stand up under the Statute.

Mr. Hclnemey, at al, were advised that we started questlonlDg Black 
on the morning of June 15, and continued our questioning until the night of 
June 15, at which time Black, in writing, expressed the desire to remain with 
Agents of the Bureau until he had furnished all information in his possession. 

As a consequence. Black stayed at the Benjamin FTankUn Hotel in Philadelphia 
last rdght In the company of Agents. They were informed that Agents are continuing 
the Interview with Black in the Philadelphia Office this morning. 



Mr. McXnemey was asked whether the Department would eonalder it 
advisable to file chargee against Black if he should fUmish additional informa- 
tion today which, in effect, constituted an adadasion on his part of espionage ^ 
activities which would not be barred by the Statute of Limitations.
